“If the people of Atlanta knew of 
the awful sanitary conditions which 
surround a large per cent of the col- 
ored homes of this city they would not 
wear their clothes when they “come 
home this week, And the = washer- 
women are not to blame for they can 
only live in the homes which their 
white landlords provide for them.”

Even the visits of her fellow 
prisoners, who went to her quarters 
only on business, have been stopped 
by the order of her attorney, John W. 
Moore, and artici¢s which she receives 
are poked througn the grating to her 
as if she were being given “solitary’— 
the cruelest punishment knowa_ to 
criminals, and what they most dread. 

Has Not Left Ward. 

Since her entrance into the women’s 
ward Mrs. Grace has not left it for an 
instant. All the other prisoners have 
the privilege of exercise around the 
rotunda at certain hours, a privilege 
that is the brightest spot of the long, 
weary days, comparable in a dull drab 
fashion to the promenade of a city 
dweller through the avenues in the 
cool of evening. 

Sunday afternoon Mrs. Grace had 
hoped to attend the service held in the 
rotunda of the jail by a visiting min- 
ister, where the Bible is read, a short 
talk made and there is music and 
singing to the accompaniment of the 
little prison organ. 

“Tl want to attend service,’ said Mrs. 
Grace, of old Pennsylvania Dutch 
descent, trained up to attend “meeting” 
every Sunday as regularly as they 
arose in the morning. 

Even this was denied her. One of 
her attorneys, J. A. Branch, was with 
her during the service in a long con- 
sultation, and she missed the oppor- 
tunity for which she longed.

AGENTS SENT TO WASHINGTON 
BY MEXICAN 
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HEAD-ON IN FOG, 
STEAMERS MEET 


New York, March 12.—In a collision 
almost head-on in the fog at the en- 
trance to the lower bay today the 
coastwise steamer City of Savannah, 
of the Ocean Steamship Company, and 
the Navajo, of the Clyde Line, were 
seriously damaged. The Savannah's 
steel bow was ripped open for 25 feet 
along the starboard side, ang the Nav- 
ajo’s bow was crumpled .up for more 
than ten feet. 

Several passengers on the Savannah 
were thrown violently against the 
rails, but no one was seriously in- 
jured. 

The accident occurred 
miles off the Ambrose channel light- 
ship, as the Savannah was outward 
bound and the Navajo was arriving. 
It was reported to the city by wire- 
less and tugs rusned to the scene.

New York March 12.--The govern- 
ment outlined its case today against 
Washington B. Thomas chairman of the 
American Sugar Refining Company: 
John E. Parsons the 85-year-old lawyer 
who was formerly the company’s chief 
counsel and three others all of whom 
were placed on trial charged with vio 
lation of the criminal clause of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Nearly 300 witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed and almost as many are likely 
to testify for tne defense The trial 
promises to last many weeks. 

“This is one of the most extraordi- 
mary cases ever brought into court,’ 
said Feredal Prosecutor Wise in his 
onening address, “not in the nature of 
the charges, but the character of the 
men Who allow -<d tnemselves to engage 
in the acts which I shall lay before 
you. These defendants are not only 
charged with violaticns of man-made 
law, but with the violation ef the law 
handed down by God to Mosses in the 
Tenth Commandment 

He read the Tenth Conmanidment to 
the jury apd declared that it was the 
foundation of Sherman law, with vio- 
lations of which th2 defendants are 
charged. For twenty vears, he said, 
they had violated the law and had ac- 
quired, during that time, control of 75 
per cent of the sugar industry of the 
country, when, m 1903, they saw a’ 
competitor in tne form of the Penn- 
svilvania bdBugar Refining Company, 
which at a cost of $1,000,000, built and 
equipped a reiinery at Ft niladelpiia.

shares) of the Pennsylvania company. 

James E. Freeman, the first witness, 
produced the minute books of the com 
pany's stockholders and directors. 
They were placed in evidence. They 
covered the period from 1908 to 1999 
which the alleged offenses were com- 
mitted.

District Attorney Wise called for 
the agreement between Kissel and 
Adolph Segal, under which the loan of 
$1,250,000 was made to the Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Refining Company. The 
gqvernment’s suit revolves about this 
loan. Kissel was agent of the lend- 
ers of the transaction. Freeman said 
he had been unable to find an agree- 
ment, nor could he find, he said, a 
letter written by Kissel to the Ameri-

Washington, March 12.—Reforms 
galore in the nation’s public printing, 
estimated to save the government mil- 
lions of dollars, were described to the 
senate today in a statement by Sena-

» all the laws relating te printing 
‘r Smoot said the commission discov- 
»ced ten million practically worthless 
~oecuments accumulated in Washing- 
ion within seventeen years and he be- 
lieved that the actual loss due. to 
‘lefective methods of distributing pub- 
lie documents had cest not less than 
$25,000,000 in seventeen = years. Ee 
said. that not even the presidents of 
the United States have had such dis- 
cretionary power except in war emer- 
gencies as public printers have had in 
expending for printing machinery end 
material more than $1,000,0% in one 
year without approval or auvice of any 
xo ernment officer. 

Senator Smoot said the comrnission, 
which, so far, has cost the .ove:inment 
less than $35,000 had effected a saving 
f several million dollars and he esti- 
mated $600,000 annual saving in tur- 
ther economies, besides stopping the 
sending of prints of millions of useless

Boston, Mass., March 12.—The crest 
of the higher wage movement in New 
England textile circles reached Fall 
River this afternoon and the 25,000 | 
employees of 190 print cloth mills there 
will receive a 5 per cent advance on 
March 25. The action of the Fall River 
mills brings the total of wage earners 
in New England textile plants who 
will get better pay to 175,000. The 
textile. council of New Bedford has 
decided to ask for an advance in that 
city. ‘ 

An advance of 5 per cent also was 
announced by the cotton mills of 
Taunton, Holyoke, Chicopee, and other 
places, as well as by the Worcester 
Woolen Mills and the Hoosac Cotton 
Company's mills at North Adams. At 
the latter plant 260 operatives of the 
spinning department struck for an 
increase and better working condi- 
tions, an hour before the advance was 


announced. It is expected, however, 


that all the operatives will return to- 


Cotton and woolen mills in New 
England employing about 100,000 per- 
have not made a formal an- 
nouncement regarding the Wage ques- 
tion, but it is expected in Boston mill 
circles that notices will be posted 
shortly in many additional establish- 
ments announcing higher schedules. 

Many of the fine cotton manufactur- 
ers in Rhode Island, the Blackstone 
Valley, the northeastern Connecticut 
and western Massachusetts are await- 
ing the outcome of a wage demand in 
New Bedford, where there are 30,000 
operatives, before acting.

Jennings Bryan today gave the Ohio 
constitutional convention his views on 
the making of the constitution, He 
spoke in favor of the initiative and 
the referendum and the recall, saying 
the recall is an evolution, rather than 
a revolution. Mr. Bryan said: 

“The only difference between the re- 
call, as now proposed, and impeach- 
ment as it has been employed, is that 
in impeachments the trial is be- 
fore a body of officials, while the re- 
call places the decision in the hands 
of the people.” 

Mr. Bryan said there was no darker 
page in our industrial life than that 
which recorded indifference to the 
welfare of children, “the coining of 
dividends out of childhood, the darken- 
ing of the prospects of a rising gen- 
eration and the impoverishment of 
posterity,” 

In championing the initiative and 
referendum Mr. Brvan said: 

“Experience has shown that the ce-

COBB'S FIRST GREAT PENNANT.-WINNING FEAT 


OR five consecutive seasons the achievements of Tyrus Raymond Cobb 

have furnished daily topics of conversation for followers of baseball. 

Of all the occasions in which he has been the central! figure, at the 

bat, in the field or on the bases, it is probable no single exploit had 

greater effect on the fortunes of the Tigers than his home run drive 
in the ninth inning, of the seventeen-inning drawn game between the Ath- 
letics and Detroit, played in the City of Brotherly Love, September 30, 1907. 
The final score being 9-9. 

That wallop batted the American league championship from Philadelphia 
to Detroit, which may be considered a reasonably long hit. 

The season had only a week to 
run, the loss of the game by Detroit 
in the regulatiorf nine rounds would 
almost surely have cost them the 
pennant. It was scheduled as the 
first game of a double-header. The 
Tigers. were only half a game ahead 
of the Mackmen and an even on the 
day was all they expected. Jennings 
had no twirler in shape to take the 
second contest from the veteran 
Plank, who in his best form was to 
work for the home team. An even 
break meant much ta Detroit, how- 
ever, as the Tiger pitching staff hap- 
pened to be strong against the only 
two clubs which they were to meet 
after this eventful day.

Of course 
we always have had for- 
eign affairs, but not since our 
second war with England—a full cen- 
tury—has our participation in foreign 
politics attained the importance that 
it is now assuming. The war with 
Spain, said the phrase-makers, made 
us a “world-power.” It gave us colo- 
nies. The Boxer rebellion linked us 
to the far east by reason of John 
Hay’s “open door policy.” The Alge- 
eciras convention brought us into the 
European concert. Mr. Shuster has 
taken us into the near east. The Mon- 
roe doctrine, properly speaking, was 
a domestic policy, but new circum- 
stances have made it more distinctly 
a foreign policy, 

in the past few months we 
abrogated a treaty with Russia, we 
have sent troops into Citina, one olf 
our countrymen has held the fate of 
Persia in the hollow of his hand, we 
have warned the Cubans to quiet their 
politics or prepare for an expedition 
of Yankee soldiers to do it for them, 
and at this writing the senate is talk- 
ing about peace treaties with Eng- 
land and France. 

That the Russian treaty 
without openly insulting 
that our soldiers in China 
policing a railway; that 
wisely refrained from 
partisans to resist 
land by hopeless war.

During the Session Heavy Re- 
alizing Caused Decline. 
Spot Lower. 


New York, March 
heavy realizing in the cotton market 
today, on prospects for better weather 
in the south, but after showing a net 
loss of from 9 to 12 points prices ral- 
lied quite sharply from the lowest dur- 
ing the last half-hour and the close 
was firm, net one point higher to six 
points lower, August being relatively 
firm, While new crop positions showed 
the maximum losses. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1@7 points in response to 
better cables than expected and the 
weather map showing heavy rains in 
the central and eastern sections of the 
cotton belt during the past twenty-four 
hours. Bull support was rather active 
at the start, but offerings were very 
heavy and prices gradually eased off 
from the opening figures. Rumors that 
a basis had been found fora settlement 
of the English labor troubles at to- 
day’s conference and private predic- 
tions that clear weather in the south 
today and tomorrow would be followed 
by renewed rain before the end of 
the week caused a slight bulge toward 
midday, but the market soon weakened 
again, under continued heavy Wall 
street or commission house selling and 
during the early afternoon broke to a 
net loss of 10 to 12 points on rumors 
that one of the leading long lines was 
being’ liquidated. The selling on this 
decline seemed to relieve the situation 
somewhat, however, and the market 
late in the day turned steadier on cover- 
ing by earlier sellers for a turn and 
renewed support from leading bul:

Chicago, March 12.—Rumors that a 
bull leader, who was supposed to be 
the largest owner of May option, had 
unloaded his holdings, formed a source 
of depression today in wheat.
